Work of County Agriculturist

'edigreed grains are now being grown
by over one thousand farmers in Mich-
igan, and work has reached a stage
which makes it desirable from both the
standpoint of the L‘ollerfe and the far-
mer to follow up with fleld and granary
inspection. 1norderto make the num-
ber of varleties grown as small as pos.
sible and to standardize them wso that
large quantities of the same variety of
grain may be avallable, the state au-
thorities are certifylng only the follow-
ing: Red Roek wheat, Rosen rye,
Michigan winter barley and Worthy,
Alexander and Success oats. J. W,
Nicholeon, of the Farm Crops Depart-
ment was in the county on Monday for
the purpose of carrying out the field in-
spection of wheat and rye. No one
haa grown the Hed Hock long enough
to have any for sale during the present
year and owing to the pressure of the
work In other localities where quanti-
tles would be for sale, Mr, Nicholson
only speut one day in St. Clair County.
An excellent field of Rosen rye was {n-
spected at the county farm and found
to be in very good condition and free
from bad weeds. During the day also
the following men were visited and
made sequainted with the work: Wm,
Cavanagh and John P'stterson, Urock-
way township; E. J. Dougherty, John
Judge, Frauk Foley, Riley towuship
and John Patterson, Columbus town-
ship. The fleld inspection of the oals
will come abeut two weeks Iater,

The second iuspection le made be-
tween threshing time and seediog.
The owner ls notitied a few days in ad-
vance 80 that he can bhave the grain
which he wishes to sell cleansd ready
for the inspector when he comes, If 1t
paeses inapection, It is then placed In
sacks and sealed.
